In New Hampshire, a married wo- 
man can hold property in her own 
name, may make contracts, sue and be 
sued, aud can dispose of her property 
by will, and in case of herdeaih with- 
out will, her husband ia excluded from 
rot share in her estate. 

It will require three witnesses.

price— selling froai 9 to 10 cents per 
pound. Wages for working in cotton 
is 75 cents per hundred nnd board or fl 
ptr hundred and board yourself. A per- 
son can live at either, picking or raising, 
solong as picking last. Corn is not so 
high hers it is only worth from K> to 25 
cents per bushel, and get $1 per day for 
gathering. Wheat is worth from 35 lo 
> cents per bushel, according to ipiality. 
Cattle bring a gawd price — UMMMda be- 
in^ shipped trap/ week. This is a splen- 
did country for raising cattle, a person 
"iih only a small capital can soon gel 
rich by raising entile But let a lazy 
man coins and undertake to get rich by 
farming on this black waxey land he 
ill get badly fooled, although it is as 
rich as it can be. When il rains you 
can't walk ten steps without stopping and 
bawling for a team lo pull you out of the 
id. A man of industry caa make lot* 
ol money, for they do do it here. But 
get on this sandy land and you are all 
right. (irayson, is a beautiful county, 
ami has both, black waxey and sandy 
ground. The soil is from three to ten 
feet deep. This looks unreasonable, but 
it is actually so Admitting all this, you 
need not think you can come here and 
live without work, lor you cannot do it 
You do not have to work here like you 
do there. BMM come here and get dis- 
satisfied at first because they can't make 
a fortune right away. You must come 
with tne intention of being satisfied — not 
give up for trilles, for if you do, you still 
always be dissatisfied. 

It is very healthy here — sometimes 
they have the chills— yellow lever has 
never reached this portion of the State, 
but Sherman is so quarantined, that 
you have to obtain a certificate be 
fore lliey will let you get off, or other 
wise be sworn.
